We 
have not, therefore, the least doubt that the 
editor of the Patriot in in favor of the re- 
opening of .the slave trade, and that he is 
cautiously preparing the democratic party 
to take that position. 


Since that time, the same writer has 


published an essay in which he palliated 
end justified the existence of slavery in a 
similar war — declaring that it was an insti- 
tution ordained by God ; not questioned by 
the Savior; recognized by the Apostlca; 
and that the Bible does not condemn .it. 
We, again were led to believe that he was 
apologizing for slavery, and ventured to 
suggest that he could not object tp the in- 
ference that he considered slavery a Chris- 
tian institution.

THE GLOVER RESCUE CASE. -B. A. ,1. 


Upham, 'Esq., U. S. district attorney, thia 
morning filed with the .supreme court of this 
state,'the mandate of toe U. S. supreme 
court, reversing the decision of this court, 
in the matter of Sherman M. Booth, held for 
a violation of the fugitive slave law in the 
rescrie of Qlover. 


If our supreme court obeys this mandate, 


Booth of course will be returned to the cus- 
tody of the United States Marshal, from 
which he waa discharged by the decision 
which has been reversed. 
If' the court does 


not obey thia mendate, then it will become 
the duty of the United States authorities to 
enforce it with all the power belonging to 
the general government.—Xadison Patriot. 


The Patriot does not tell us what this 


mandate i^, whet her it is a mere remitittnr 
informing the supreme court of this state of 
the action of the United States supreme 
onirt in the case, or whether it directs our 
•aprerae court to act upon the matter and 
give judgment in accordance with that of 
the United States supreme court. If it is 
a mere notice of what has been done and 
nothing more, it is a very harmless instru- 
ment, and our court will not be under the 
necessity of taking any further notice of it. 
If it contains any direction to our sup'reme 
court, then it may or may not become the 
subject of future action by this court. The 
reversal, if it had any effect whatever, places 
the case in the same situation it was in be- 
fore our supreme court decided it, with this 
exception, thht our court anil the United 
States court have each given judgment up 
on the question involved. There is one 
more fact of which we arc not informed by 
the Patriot, that is which of the Booth cases 
has been reversed. If it b« the first, it in ns 
so much waste paper, and deserves no con- 
sideration whatever, because it cnn in no 
way affect Booth or nny body else. That 
case it will be remembered waa a habeas 
corpus to discharge Booth from imprison- 
ment under the commitment of \Vinfiuld 
Smith, United States court commissioner. 
The last case is the one in which he was 
discharged from imprisonment by the judg- 
ment of the district court, for the offence for 
which Commissioner Smith committed him 
lo prison and from which hewns discharged 


case. Presuming, however, that 


thelnnndste h in the last case, we wjll state 
our views upon the effect which this rever- 
sal will or ought lo have upon our supreme 
court, and what it will or ought to do in the 
matter. 


As we understand the case I here was no 


question decided by our supremo court 
which the United States supreme court has 
any jurisdiction to review, even admitting 
that it has appellate jurisdiction over the 
judgments of Etiite courts in nny possible 
case. All that our supreme court rlid or 
could decide, that is, the only point in judg- 
ment was, that Booth was not, by the in- 
dictment in the district court, under which 
he was convicted, charged with any crime, 
over which the federal court* have jurisdic- 
tion. 


Mr. Justice Crawford, who delivered the 


opinion of the court, :i VVis. Reports p. 189, 
says—" Viewing this case as it is presented 
by the return, I am of opinion, that the rela- 
tor is entitled to be discharged from the 
custody of the sheriff of Milwaukee county, 
inasmuch ns the record of conviction and 
sentence from the district court of the Uni- 
ted States for this district, by which his im- 
prisonment is sought to be justified, presents 
no conviction and sentence nf an offence 
which that court had jurisdiction over." 


If any of our readers desire they can read 


the decision of the court, in this case, nnd 
see for themselves that the ground upon 
which the judgment was given, was that the 
district court had convicted Booth and sen- 
tenced him to imprisonment for nil act 
which was not made criminal by nny net of 
congress, and which if'criminal, it had no 
jurisdiction to try him for. The invalidity 
of the fugitive slave net, so called, or any 
other act of congress, was not passed upon 
by our courts, in this case, and of course 
there was no judgment ngninsl its validity; 
which was necessary as we understand the 
matter, before the power of review could le- 
gally or constitutionally be exercised by the 
United States supreme court. But this 
slave-holders' court notwithstanding this 
want of jurisdiction, without having obtain- 
ed any return to the writ of error from our 
supreme court, in its anxiety to obey the 
behests, and do the bidding of its musters, 
have proceeded to examine the case upon a 
copy of the record procured from the clerk 
of our supreme court, by some private in- 
drYidual, and to reverse the solemn judg- 
ment of our supreme court, after it had re- 
fmsed to make any return, and directed its 
clerk not to make any in the CBPP. To our 
mind the course for our supreme court is 
plain, it ought, and we doubt not will refuse, 
to give any attention whatever to the judg- 
ment of the United States supremecourt re- 
versing the judgment which it has given, 
upon a matter exclusively within its own 
jurisdiction, and over which it has decided 
that the United States supreme court had no 
jurisdiction, by refusing to make any return 
to the writ of error issued out of that court. 
It will not admit for a.'moment that the 
supreme court of the United' States can ob- 
tain jurisdiction of a suit decided by it, in 
any way other than by a return made un- 
der its direction. It will not, after refusing 
to make a return, stultify ilself by pro- 
ceeding to a rehearing of the ease, or 
by obeying any mandate of the United States 
supreme court in the matter. It will not 
admit for a moment that its judgment has

EDITORS GAZETTE :—I loft your city a 


few days since for the northwest by way of 
Prairie dii Chien and St. Paul, and I never 
passed through the Wisconsin valley when 
things looked as discouraging as now. Dust 
and drouth and the effects of the frost 
everywhere met the eye. Corn, potatoes 
and buckwheat are almost a total failure, no 
fall feed for stock, and n small crop of hay 
for winter use. We reached Prairie du 
Chien " on time," and found the steamer 
Itagca in readiness, and ere long she was 
puffing away up the Mississippi, which at 
the present time is very low, and I could 
not help contrasting its present size with ita 
dimensions last June, filling, as it did at 
that time; the entire valley from side to 
side, inundating many of the towns along 
its banks, and carrying iu its course desolation 
to the hearts of many in the destruction of 
property—the result of many years anxiety 
and toil. In some cases the damages are 
repaired, but it will be many years before 
the effects of the great freshet of last June 
will have passed away. 


At St. Anthony Falls two splendid bridges 


were swept away, one of which (the upper) 
has been rebuilt. At Annktta fine structure 
across Hum River, built by Uncle Sam 
while Minnesota was a territory, was also 
carried away. This, also, is being rebuilt 
with n span of two hundred feet. At this 
place I met a party of English and southern 
gentlemen who had been on a sporting tour 
to the Red River of the North hunting 
buffalo. They had succeeded in capturing 
thirteen. 


Passing from Ihe Wisconsin valley, it 


would do your eyes good to look on Minne- 
sota, green nnd fresh as May. By the way, 
did you ever know that Minnesota, when 
once relieved of her political embarrass- 
ments, her reckless, plundering, moccasin 
democratic misrule, her railroad swindlers, 
and her bank frauds, and placed under the 
benign and salutary influence of a republi- 
can administration, will be the belt and the 
most prosperous state in the great north- 
west ? A t present a grand struggle is going 
on here between thesa two opposing forces. 
On the one band are marshaled the friends 
of freedom and humanity, contending for 
the rights of man, and an honest adminis- 
tration of public affairs; on the other, the 
slave propagandists struggling to perpetu- 
ate their power and retain their plunder. 
The republicans insist on "lond for the 
landless," the democracy on " niggers for 
the niggerless." The republicans of Min- 
nesota are a unit, and will march in a solid 
column nnd keop step, to battle nnd to 
victory. The democrats are divided be- 
tween Douglas1 doctrine of popular sove- 
reignty and Buchanan's doctrine that neither 
congress nor the people have power to pro- 
hibit slavery in the territories, but that the 
constitution by its own energy and vitality, 
allows and protects slavery throughout the 
entire public domain of the United States. 
In most coses (not all) the democrats have 
united in support of the same candidates, 
held and kept together " by the cohesive 
power of public plunder." 
But we shall 


beat them, double or single; the people 
have no confidence in them ; having been 
cheated nnd swindled, they will trust them 
with power no longer ; and although they 
ore rallying their forces and using all their 
old tricks and jugglery, and making a giant 
struggle to prevail, they will not succeed. 
They may bo able to electrify nnd impart 
signs of life to the dead body of democracy, 
yet it will prove to be only the last convul- 
sive throes ot a "galvanic corpse."

EXPKRIMKXT AT TORONTO.—The Bnuounce- 
ment, although made by a well known resi- 
dent of Toronto, that ho had invented an 
aparatus whereby he was enabled to walk 
upon the water, was received with some 
caution. Since then, in the presence of sev- 
eral members of the press, Mr. Hiekok has 
given evidence of his ability to do all that 
he promised. On Saturday afternoon, the 
party invited proceeded to the Don Station, 
with some amount of doubt upon their 
minds as to the result of the triul. None of 
them expected that Mr. Hiekok would trav- 
el at a great speed or that his new-fiangled 
invention would enable him to dance to the 
music of the waves, had there been any 
wherewith to dance to. But on arriving nt 
the spot indicated, thebest possible evidence 
was furnished that it would enable him to 
walk upon the water, for there he was in ilic 
middle of the Don, making his way Against 
the current, which at this place runs rather 
quickly. Ho soon nenrnd the parly and 
when within speaking distance, turned round 
with the greatest possible en so. He had in 
his hand a small pole, .scarcely large enough 
to afford him any assistance, "so far ns pre- 
serving his balance was concerned, That 
he could do without it was foon proved, for 
he thrpvv it from him, receiving in lien there- 
of, from a man who accompanied him in a 
boat, a walking stick of ordinary si/p. lie 
commenced his return down the river, pro- 
ceeding very steadily, and almost as quickly 
as a pedestrian upon dryland when walking 
nt n moderate pnce. Before going far lie 
threw the stick from him, but shortly after- 
wards resumed the pole. Tothelook'cr.^-on, 
he appeared to do quite ns well without it. 
When nearly out of sight he retraced his 
steps, and again came opposite the party. 
In reply to n question asked, he said he was 
not at all fatigued. After promenading for 
a few moments more, having beon on the 
water at lenst half an hour, Tin got into the 
boat and was rowed to land. 


The aparntus used by Mr. Hickok is the 


first he 1ms made, so that, as in all new 
things, there is room for improvement. The 
fact is established that n man may, with this 
invention, walk upon the water, and there is 
nothing to indicate that the feat is attended 
with any peculiar difficulty. 
It appears 


quite as'easy as walking on'.snow-shoes, the 
motion of which it somewhat resembles. 
Anybody can do it. It may bo, that before 
long, the buy will become a favorite place 
of resort, when our citizens upon a summer 
evening, seek refuge from the heat and dust 
of the city; amid the unpolluted breezes nf 
the lake, or that the shining pnth marked 
out upon the waters, by the beams of the 
silvery moon, will become n fashionable 
promenade. Xo gtones will be there to vex 
those troubled with tender feet, no bruises 
can result from n full, no danger is to be ap- 
prehend wlf rom carelessly driven cabs, or 
viciously given dogs. 
But whether this 


come to pass or not, the invention is doubt- 
less capable of being put to useful purposes. 
In Venice how great nn acquisition it would 
be? 
There if a man wants to call upon ft 


neighbor over the way, he hasto hire a boat, 
but with Mr. Hickock s invention, the indi- 
vidual who should do that, would soon come 
to be looked upon in the same light ns the 
fop, who called a'cab lo convey him across 
the street. In the crossing of armies over 
riverj, and in passing the stream,? of n new 
country, like that traversed by the Califor- 
nia emigrant, it will be invaluable. The 
shoes are of tin we understand, about four 
feet long, and can easily be tmcked into n 
small space. \Vc have no inlormatioii as to 
the mechanism employed, and we presume 
that will remain a secret till it is patented, 
but if any one doubts that the feat can be 
done, he can satisfy himself by witnessing 
the public exhibition of his powers which 
Mr. Hiekok intends giving on Tuesday next.
